Church of England, for Certaintie 
of Saluation. 


He Church of England teacheth the certaintic of 
Saluation, and ſhe hath done ir ſo conſtantly and 

and generally,thar it will be very hard to produce any 
one of her Sonyes, thar durſt (before very late dayes) 
to affirwe and defend to thecontrary, by any pub- 
like worke and writing. Shee hath taught this Cer. 
taintie by her owne Articles: Shee hath re-enforced 
it by an expoſition of Her Artzeles, it hath beene ex: 
—— and enlarged, by Articles of Lambeth, it hath 
ene taught by Her moſt eminent Soxnes, the Reve. 
rend Fathers the Biſhops of this Church, and the 


. Profeſſors of Divinitic, whoare truſted by her, to 


deliver hertrue thoughts, and Tenents in Divinitic 
to herchildren. And wee ſee that it hath alſo beene 
ſealed 
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fealed vp and ſettled in Articles of the Church of 
Sai betwems which Church; andthe Church of 
England, to make a contraritic and. oppoſition - is a 
thing of extreame danger and abſurditie. 

And firſt tor ber owne Articles. In the Article of 
Prxdeſtination, our Church teacheth the Certaintic 
of Salwation divers wayes. One way,by making Sal- 
#4tion rodepend on ſuch a conftantand ſure E/eion, 
that it bringeth the Ele& conſtantly to Salvation, 
'A conſtant Decree of Ele&ion, brings the Saints con- 
antly & afſuredly through the way of Salwuation,vnto 
the wayes end, even Salvation it ſelfe. This conſtant 
bringing of the Ele to Salvation, wee may finde in 
theſe words. 

God hath conſlamily Decreed by his Connſell ſecret to Anide.ry, 
V5,00 delintr from Curſe and damnation, thoſe whom hee | 
bath choſen is Chriſt out of Man-kindeand to bring them 
by Chriſt to enerlafting Saluation. 

From hence is it olaing and cafie toargue. 

Thoſe whom God hath conſtantly Decreed to 
bring to Salvation, theyare conſtantly and certainly 
brought to Salvation. 

Put here God hath conſtantly Decreed to bring 
his Ele& to Salsation. . 

Thereforethe Ele& of God are conſtantly and cer- 
tainely brought to Saluation. 

. And thatthis bringing to Salvation, is not in the 
wayes end only, but in the way it ſelfe, the particu» 
lars by which che Ele& are brought to Salvation 
plainly ſhew, which are to follow in the nextcon(ide- 
ration. But here by the way, let vs note, that this 
bringing to Salvation, by a conſtant and certainc 
E 2 Decree, 
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Deere, carrics with ic a certaine, and aſſured Salygei. 
on, ev by the contethon of the tnemies of ix, For 
inthis very reſpeR; becauſe it inducerh a certainegnd 
conſtant Salvation, they reicR ir z as rhat which 
ſeth their inconſtancic and munabilitie of Sa[watjos, 
"This Dodrine of certaintie crofleth their doarine af 
Incercaintic, and therefore their dofrine of incer.

Eſpecially it among 
thoſe many things, wee take notice ob thoſe thar tol- 
low : Angels, Principalicies and Powers, Thee are the 
wightieſt creatures of all, and yer theſe cannor ſepa- 
rate vs from thelouc of God. Now if theſe that ex- 
cell in power cannot ſeparatevs, how can any lefler, 
and inferior powers ſeparate vs? But here alſo wee 
muſt carctully and humbly acknowledge,thar we have 
no deicace, fatericand fecuricic agaiatt theie mighty 
powers, 
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powers, but the preuailing power of God, which af 
tiſterh thoſe whom he loueth, and makes them con- 
erors, For theſe are the ſonnesof Anh, of whom 
ivislaid ;who can fand againſt the Sounes of Andh.T his 
tsrheftrong wan whom nonecan binde but one that 
is ſtronger then hee. And indeed this'is the very 
caule of our ouercamming if we beleeuve S.lobn, Be- 
canſe hee that is in 01, is greater them hee that is in the 
world. Therefore Gods conftant loue is ſtill to' bee 
lookt vnto, as the only cauſe of our fafetie, which 
keepes our wills by grace againſt theſe ouer-mightie 
enemies, and wretched were wee, if our wills were 
put to keepe themlſe]ues by grace. For then it we were 
butas Adam,theſe principalitics and powers would 
prevaile wich vs as with 4daw, eſpecially having a 
body of finne about vs which hee had not. - But the 
only cauſe of our ſtanding againſttheſe principalitics, 
vader whom Adafell, is the conſtant louc and pur- 
pole of God ; By that as S. Paul ſaith, we aremore then , oo ih 
conqueroars, and thence it is, that Principalitics and 
Powers cannot ſeparate vs from the loue of God. And 
as 27 this conſtant loue of God we are conſtantly and 
ſafely preſerued from ſeparation and Apoſtaſie, folet 
our conſtant ſaftie ever acknowledge this conſtant 
loueand purpoſe of God to bee the cauſe of ir. Bur 
botly this ſafetie and the cauſe of this ſafctie the tea- 
chers of Apoſtalie doe dewie, ſo robbing God. of the 
glory of mans ſtabilitie, and robbing wan of fe- 
tie and ſtabilitie which hee hath from God, Finally, 
that yer wee may know our ſelues to be fully and h- 
nally ſafe, the bleſſed Apoſtle is nor contented ro

future things, and in the future time. Noy things pre-

This worke was 
made by a Chaplaine of DoCtor Baxcroft, late Arch- 
bilhop of Canterbury, and to his Grace Dedicated. But 
it is well knowne Arch. biſhop Baxcroſr did not fauour 
any Puritanicall or Schiſmaticall Do@rine, neither is 
itto be thought that his Chaplaine, would or durſt 
offer any ſuchvnto him, Neither is ix to be beleeved, 
that he would be ſo ſhameleſſe as to ſay to the ſawe 
Arch-biſhop, in his Dedicatorie Epiſtle , That theſe 
Propoſitions {ee ( that is the Church of England ) 


. publikely maintaineth, if there had beene any Puritani- 


call DoQrine maintained in thern. 

Now this Writer, having rayſed a Propoſition vp- 
on theſe words of the ſeuenteenth Article ( confently

Job Arch-biſbop 
of Canterbury, Richard Biſhop of London , Richard elect 
Biſhop of Bangor, DotFor Whitaker, and other moſt learned 
Dintnes. | 

[n theſe Articles we finde the points of Free Eles 
Fion, Finall perſenerance, and certainty of Saluation 
embraced by the Fathers of our Church; and parti- 
cularly in theſe which follows, 

The cauſe which mowed God to predeſtinate ſome to 
life, was not the foreſight of their Faith, or of their Per- 
ſenerance, or of their Good workes, or of any thing elſe 
which s to be found inmen prateſtinate, but Gods meere 
Lood will and pleaſure.

This is a mcere deceit to argue 
from things ill divided ,againft things well conioyn- 
ed. Yea, curſed are they that pur a ſunder what God 
. hath knit cogethhr. King es ſaid in the Conference 
_ at Hampton Court, It was hypocrifie, and not true inſtifi- 
ing faich, that was ſenered from Repentance. lt then true 
Juſtining Faich and Repentance, be not ſeuered, their 
argument againlt perſcuerance taken from iuſtifiing 
Faith, (euered trom Repeatance, is a meere imagina- 
ric, and tantaſticall argument. Forthey imagine a ſe- 
ycring of things not indeed ſevered, andthen they 
raiſe an argument from the ſeperation which is onely 
in their owne braines, and not in the thing. Sothat 
the ambition and vemoſt hope of ſuch an argument 
is onely this: If ſach a rhing were that indeed is nor, 
then that would not be, that indeed is. If iuſtifiyng 
Faith were wholly ſevered from Repentanceas it is 
not, then perleverance would not be Perſverarance: 
Wee haue ſcene out of S. Auftes, Our Church & Do- 
Rors, that the ſame Eleaion which Decreeth tothe 
Saints glory & Salvation, Decreeth alſo perſeverance. 
Now Perſeverance, muſt necdes hane thar ſuffici- 
ent Repentance withour which it cannot be'perfeve- 
rance, And therefore the ſame Decree that deereerh 
| Hz perle- 
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Perſeverance, muſt needes alſo Dectee that Repen- 


rahce, without which Perſeverance cantiot be. Andin 
deede one andthe {ame Seede of God(Decreedro all 
the Elc&) isan immorrall ſcede,borh of-repentance 
andperlcyerance. Briefely then, rhougha man were 


. ro beexcluded from Salvation, tor nor perforriing a 


condition, yctitf he bc ſure ro performerhe codition, 
he is ſtill fure of Salvation. ' As onthe other fide, if he 
be ſure of Salvation, then he is fitre to performe rhe 
condition : without which he cannot be ſure of Sal- 
vation, Now thoſe whom our Article ſaith, God hath 
coltantly Decreed to bring to Salvation , they arc ſure 
of Salvation. And therefore are they ſure of thatRe- 
pentance, and all other conditions or qualifications, 
without which they cannot be ſure of Salvation,  Per- 
chance the ſame matter in Mr. Hookers words will be 
ot more authority. Our Saviour when he ſpake of the 
ſorepe effeti ually called, aud truely gathered into bis fold, 
I giue vnto them Eternall life, and they ſhall never 


periſh, neither ſhall any pluckrhem out of my hands, 
In promiſing to ſaut them, he promiſed no duovt to'pre- 


ſernethem, in that without which there can be no Salva» 
ron, 4s alſo from that by which it js recoverably loft. | 
But in a ſecond place, let the queſtioners giue mec 
leaue to aſke them a queſtion? whether in this their 
damning of men regenerate, that doe not particalarly ve- 
pert for ewery preat [inne; they dee net-bring in a Doctrine 
of deſpaire?

Thirdly, this queſtion is grounded on the Popifh 
diſtinQion of fins mortall and veniall : A diſtinion. 
which DoQor Francis white in his Orthodoxe, hath 
with ſound .reaſons and allegations mightily battred 
There itis ſaid by him,, That comcupiſence. ts 4s verily 
Snne as Adultery, And that there is a plaine Comman- 
dementagainſt it; now the breach of any Commande- 
ment (eſpecially the body of ir)muſt needes be mor- 
tall, So when a man-couets his neighbours wie, yea- 
his neighbours Oxe, bee hath mortally ſinned. Here» 
vporr appeares a diners fault and miſchiefe of this 
queſtion or obic&ion.

For the wages of finne ( even of all tinne 
wirhour exception) is death. Now itall ſinne be mor- 
tall, and the mortalneſſe of (in be the reaſon of the 1n« 
compatibilicy of grace and faluation, theneuery ſinne 
and breach of the Law is incompatible with grace, and 
ſoa Saint may fall from the ſtate of Grace many times 
ina day;zand many times ina day he had neede tobe 
againc regenerated, But on the other fide, it chey will 
allow Grace to ſtand with mortall ſinne- in the breach 
of one Commandement (as the tenth) they muſt bee 
forced to allow it likewiſe in the breach of another; at 
leaſt if they will allow Grace to be compatible with the 
mortall breach of one halte of a Commandewent,they 
may be inforced to allow it in the breach of the other 
halfe. For mortalneſle of (inne being the cauſe of in- 
compatibleneſle with Grace, this mortall ſinne run- 
ning allalong through the whole breach of the Com- 
mandement, the effe& of incompatibility muſt necdes 
runne along with it throughout the whole breach of 
the Commandement. Or elſe as Grace may ſtand 
with the breach of one halfe of the Commandement, 
ſo may it ſtand with the breach ofthe other halfe, ex- 
cept men will ſtint the Grace of God, and ſay it can- 
not reach home to overcome the whole breach of a 
Commandement, eſpecially one ofthe ſecond Table 
as that of Adultery, A vlually reckoned one of

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their mortall ſins, Yea,it were fit that theſe Rinters of 
Gods Grace,ſhould giue vs a Table of all the breaches 
of cuery Commandement, and then-put downe their 
finger iuſt on the place,where the breaches leaueio be 
veniall,& begin to be mortall; This ſeemes very neceſ- 
ary for the fulldiſcerning ofa matter of ſo great con- 
ſequenceand concernment;as falling from the ſtate of 
grace;for without this knowledg a man may fall from 
the ſtate of Grace by ſome ſin which he knowes not to 
be mortall,and then forgeting it or negleRing it,there 
is an end of him, he muſt be damned for cuer. But to 
make ſuch a Table by Scripture is altogether impoſk+ 
ble, and withoutScriptureit is vaine and friuolous, 
How much better were it to ſay with the Scripture, 
That in the Tuſtice of God lin & life are incompatible, 
euen any {in with lite eternall, But by the Grace of 
God, fin andlife are not incompatible; for God in his 
Saints leaueseven now a remnant,of the body of fin, 
that often lcadesrhem captiue to the Law of ſin; and 
yet at the ſame time there is theSpiritof life which is 
in Chriſt Icſus, freeing them|fronvan abſolute reigne 
of fin & death, There is arcraainder of the 01d Adam, 
& aſeedeof the new Adem,and the motions,yea ſingle 
as of the old remainder , doe not kill the whole im- 
mortall ſcede of the new Adam. As one ationdoth 
not make a habit, ſo one ation.doth not deſtroy a ha- 
bit, eſpecially cheſe infuſed habits,' which are groun- 
dedin a godly nature, and an incorruptibleſcede.

the weights of the Spirit. For if in theſe vpright Balan-. 


ces, they did weigh finne and grace together, they 
ſhould finde, that in the old tan there being buds and 
leaues and fruits of ſinne, (infull thoughts, words,and 
actions, and the like in the new man the buds and 
leaues and fruits of finne, cannot ouer weigh more, 
then the buds and leaues, and fruites of grace, butitis 
areigne and whole body of finne, that muſt counter, 
poylc, and equalla reigueand body of grace.

Forthe ſecede of God remaining in the Regene- 
rate, hee cannot be wholly inthe me oft wrath and 
damnation, for there is ſomething in him with which 
God will not be,angry, cuenthe remaining ſecede of 
God. Buryou will aske me perchance, Is not God an- 
gry with finne? Yes, and very angry with a very great 
finne; but yer his whole wrath doth not ariſe when 
there is a ſeede of Grace that abaites the wholeneſſe 
* ot his wrath. Therefore let vs againe ſct vp the ba- 
lances of the SanQuary, and as betore wee laid the 
| wholeſecd of Grace in one balance: againſt one ſingle 
ſinne in the other balance: ſo now let vs lay the ſecede 
of Grace together with ſome ſingle ſinne in one ba- 
lance, and the whole or full wrath of God in the other. 
And let vs withall knew that our mercitull Father loo. 
keth vpon theſe balancesthrough his beloued Sonne 
Chriſt Teſus. and then wee ſhall ſoone find thar ſingle 
finnes ioyned with a ſeede of Grace, will nor draw 
moue, and counter-weigh a whole and intire wrath.

Now theſe drops of 
wrath may be vp2n leſſer finnes; yea a hot wrath, may 
be vpon a Saint, tor greater (inae3, bata whole dif 
pleaſure is not vpon him, except he had a whole 
reigne of finne; and fromthat (as I ſhewed before) a 
Saint is preſerued. For there is till a ſeede of Grace 
remaining, and with chat ſcede God cannot be angry, 
yea he ſtill Jouerh ir, and where this love remaines, 
there the wholeneſle of wrath is abated, ſo much as is 
the meaſure ofthis remaining loue. Neither is this 
without the word of God. For God himſelfe, when 
he hath ſaid, ofa Saint, Iwill be his Father, and be ſhall 
be my ſonne; he (aith allo, If he commit iniquity T will 
chaſten him with the rods of men, but my mercy ſhall not 
depart aw ay from him as 1 tookt it from Saul. God when 
he was angry with [ehoſaphat, Hee told him by the 
Prophet: Shouldſt thou helpe the ungodly oye. Therefore |

gat not the ſecede of Grace in his heart, Newerthele/ſe 
thers are good things found inthee, thaw haſt prepared thy

alſoremaineth, As long as the ſeede of God remai- 
neth, ſolong vnion with Godremaineth, and as long 
as vaion wich God remainerth ſo long a man is in the 
ſtate of grace, and cannot be wholly in the ſtate of 
diſpleaſure.

plague of it, to which he was delivered vp, he cryed 
out, My God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken mee, and 
yeras concerning vnion, God had not forſaken him;

riſe, and God in regard of outward feeling may ſeeme

whom God hath thus knit together, no man can pur 
aſunder. In Chriſt that becamefinne for vs, all the 
finnes of the Saints and vnion with God were not in- 
compatible, wherefore ſinnes and vnion with God 
are not incompatible. And though this vnion was 
Hypoftaticall, and our alower vnion, yet from that 
Hypoſtaticall vaion, our vnion is deriued, and that v- 
nion ſafegards and preſeructh the vnion deriued from 
it. His vnionis the R.ocke on which our vnion being 
built, that Rocke preſerueth the Church vnited vnto 
it. The ſtrength of Chriſts vnion, is ( nor the weak- 
neſſe but) the ſtrength of our vnion, and in his ſafe v- 


Job 17,x0,&c, DION Our vnion is ſafe againſt che gates of Hell, And 
| &Pcr-2,5.6.7. this is the very point that accuſeth and conuinceth 


cheir horrible blaſphemy, thar ſay wee are no ſafer by 
vnion with Chriſt, who was God and man, then by 
generation from Adazs who was but a wan that had 
not-vnion with God, 

But perchance ſome will obie&, this is a dangerous 
doArine to be taught, That Saints cannot fall from 


| the State of Grace. And why? Becauſe men will pre- 


ſume. But let the obieQors remember, that the queſ- 
tion is whether it be true or vntrue, not whether 
there may be ill vies made of it. Forit it be truc, then 
this isiult Gardiners argument againſt whole relying 
1 on

onthe merits of Chriſt, becauſethe people would 
breake out at this gappe, and leaue buying of heaven 
- with their owne merits. So might wee argue, that 
the Grace of God may not be taught, becauſe ſome 
turne it into wantonnes, ner men ſcnd their. ſonnes 
to the Yniverſity, becauſe knowledge pufferth vp- 
Butlet notGodstruth be muzled vp with carnall po« 
licy: eſpecially let not truth bee denyed to bee truth, 
—_— flelh and blood makes ill vſes of a ſpiritual 
truta, 

But ſecondly, I deny that this doQrne is dangerous 
to breede careleſneſle in obedience, yea, it is a ſpurre 
andencouragement vnto obedience. For if wee cone 
ſider how itis deliucred, and to whomeit is deliue- 
red, and with what cautions and conditions it is to 
be delivered, it will be found to be a doAarine moſt 
comfortable, and-moſt advantagable, vato holineſle. 
The vſuall manner of delivering it, is by the wayof 
incouragement vnto sbediexce. Euen the whole Law 
is inforced vpon this ground: 7 am the Lord that hath 
delivered thee from the houſe of bondage, they (halt hawe 
no other Gods but me: tyc.) which agrees iuſt- with the 
fong of Zacharie, That wee being deliuered from our e- 
nemyes might ſerue God without feare, tw holineſſe and 
righteonſneſſe ge. ln the next place we may conlider, 
that this Doftrine only appertaineth to the Regenc. 
rate. To them only it can be ſodeliucred , that-it may 
bee received, Now the Regenerate- have in chem a” 
godly nature, a ſpirit of loue, and the lone of God be- 
ing ſhewed and ſealedto them, the ſpirizof loue in

Therefore God 
hath certaine ſcourges for his childre, to beate downe 
this flcſh from preluming and exalting it ſclfe aboue 
meaſure, whom the Lord loueth, he chaſteneth, and hee 
ſeourgeth every ſenne whom hee receineth. Hee bath 
ſcourges ot diverſc fortes , be ſcourges them in their 
eſtates, he ſcourges them in their bodies, he ſcourgeth 
them in their mind.yea in their ſowes themſelues. He 
ſcourgeththem by men, hee ſcourgeth ther by De- 
vils, he ſcourges them by good Angels, he ſcourgeth 
them by his owne hand, even by biding his face, by 
withdrawing his comforts, by ſending terrours into 
their ſoules: ſo that no ſcourge almoſt is wanting but 
only Hell; yea, their is not wanting a kind of tempo- 
rall Hell, but only a Hell cternall.

lifted vp with his virtues, nor diſpaire for his tentations.

_ as iris vatrue toſay thata ſonne of God may be dam- 


ned, for cuen therefore are they ſcourged here, that 
they may not be damned hereafter but thas they way 
be receiued. They are ſcomrged with the ſcourges of men, 
but the mercy of Gad i; not taken away from thems they ars 
iudged of God, that they may not be condemned with the 
world.

Therec- 
fore all men haue grace to be ſaued by Chriſts death, 
A miſerable inconſequence. There can nothing fol. 
low bur this, Therefore Chriſ# gaue himſelfe « /afficiew 
ranſom for all. The ranſome 1s ſafficicnt for all, itis 
offered to all, but all men doe not recciue it. Man by 
his fall hath depriued himſelte of grace, by which hee 
may accept the promgſes of grace,ſo that his owne in- 
capacity, hinders him from accepting this generall 
remedy. A King at his Coronation giues a generall 
pardon; yet this doth not proue that all men arc able 
particularly to apply this generall pardon. There arc 
ſome that thinke themſclues redFos in Curiz, and that 
they neede it not, ſome are negligent and careleſſe of 
their eſtates; and athird ſort are ignorant of ir, and a 
fourth is pooreand cannot ſueit ont, So inthe gene- 
rall pardon offered in Chriſt Ieſus, thereare ſome 1uſ- 
rificiaries, as the Scribes and Phariſes thatthinke they 
they neede it not, there are ſome that with Eſas del- 
pile it for carnall prophaneneſle, thete are ſome that q,,, .>, 
are hardned and blinded being ignorant of Gods 
Righteouſneſſe in Chrift Ieſus, though they haue it 
Preached, yea though they haue a zcale of God and 
ſuch are the /ewes; and there are ſome that neuer 
heard of Chriſt Teſus, and tlicy cannor ſue out a par- 
don by, belecuing in him of whom they haue \not 
heard, But this is the ſumme of the truth: Man be- 
ing wholly fallen by Free-will though-afſiſted with a 


K 2 generall 
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generalland ſufficient grace, loſt his Free-will, grace 
and life eternall,. God in his mercy gives a Sauiour 
with a ſufficient ranſome for all the ſinners of the 
world, that of all the world he may take whom hee 
pleaſcth, anb by cffcAuall grace ioyne themro Chriſt 
inaneternall vnion of bleſſed felicity, If Chriſt had 
not dyed for all, God could not of all haue ſaued 
whom he pleaſed. If hee had giuen cffeQuall grace to 
all,all would be ſaued;and then God had bin all Mer- 
cy,and noluſticez If hee had giuen effeQuall grace to 
none, none would be fſaucd, and then God would 
haue beneall Iuſtice, and no MeRy. But God purpo- 
fing to ſhew, both Mercy and Iuſtice, leaues ſome in 
the ſtate of the fall,to which man voluntarily caſt him. 
ſelte, and by cffetuall grace ioynes othecs to Chriſt 
vnto eternall ſaluation, His Tuſtice cannot be accuſed, 
but his Mercy oughe tobe magnified: And weeare 
infinitely more bound to God tor his ſure Mercyes in 
that Efeaall Grace, by which hee certainly ſaueth 
millions, then to Arminiens for their generall grace, 
by which they goe about certainly todamne all.

N Ature is a ground of Arminieniſme, but it is cor- 
rupted Natare, cuen that Natwre, by which wee 
are the children of wrath, Neither is Neture the fonun- 
taine and ſpring of it, by a large common way, as the 
fieſh is generally rhe motherof hereſies, but by a more 
peculiar, inward and deepe generation, Therc are 
two 
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two cuills, that by mans wretched fall are deepely 
grounded, and intermingled, with the very principles 
and rootes of man; and as farre as man is wan, fo 
farrand ſodcepe, their venomeand infetion dothen- 
ter. The one is Prede,and evill thatby the fall hath ſo 
throughly ſoked and pierced into the foundations of 
mas, that man naturally defires to ſtand by himſelte, 
and to bee a ſelfe-vpholder, which is no other then 
that miſcrable perferm2nt, which ghe D/ved atthe be- 

ginning promiſed to mankind in their firſt parents, 
That they ſhould bee as Gods, Foritis God onely, 

whoſe Name i /am, it is God onely that is a ſelfevp- 
holder, and (tandeth of himſelfe; and it is by the ſta- 
bilitie of God alone, thatall other thingsare eſtabliſh» 
ed ; from whoſe eſtabliſhment, as much as the wills of 
the Creaturesare freed, ſo much they are in danger. 
Yeathis ſubſtantiue, and ſelfevpholding eſtate, is ro 
corrupted Nature,a very plauſible anddelirable thing, 
and man exceedingly defires with the prodigall ſonne, 
to haue his portion put by his Father into his one 
hands, cuen to haue Gods grace, deliwercd over to 
the keeping of Mars Freewill, But the miſerab'e con- 
ſequence of this, in that prodigall ſonne plainely ap- 
peared when hee had gathered all, Hee went into 4 
farre countrey, and there waſted all bis ſubſtance with rio- 
tous living. Mans will, wil not keepe the grace of 
God, but will forfite and ſpend it, as 44am our com- 
mon Father did at the beginning; neither may ir be 
hoped, that the ſonne with a great portion of corrup» 
tion, ſhou!d (tand, in that ſtate of fredome, wherein 

bis Father newly comming from the hands of God 
his maker, would fall.

habitantes of the Earthy Wheretore it is the ſafety of 
ouri/;ll,co be eſtabliſhed by that ſupreme 4, which 
onely is (table. and to atcribute the ſafety of our Will, 
to that GOD, fromwhomonely wee can receiue it, 
Except wee rather approuethis Great Monarch, in his 
pride, then in his repentance, and do loue proud &nine, 
rather then humble ſtability, 

And indeede Arminianiſme may iuſtly looke for 
Raine, torit oppolech ſtability. Yea I dareconhident- 
ly coafirme that Arminieani/me oppoleth the maine 
ſcope and ſummeof the Scripture. The maine (cope 
of the Scripture is this, t9 bring all Glory to the Cre- 
ator, froin the Creature, This Glory plainly ariſeth, 
while wee ſegche great vacertainty and mutability of 
fect Creatures, not-eſtabliſhed by vnion 
Creator: and the ſtrength and ſtability ot 
ſt and moſt traile creatures being knit to 
the Deity, Apatecne of the one is Adam with his 
Free.will, and a paterne ofthe other are the m:mbers 
of Chriſt lelus, And that this latrer paterne may bee 
more euideat|y emminent, God-hath choſen out ot 
weake and corrupt mankind, the moſt weake and

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wretched, That hee which glerieth, may glory in the 
Lord . Thus is the whole-Frame of Scripture as it 
werea-maine Body of our DoQrine, which giues glo- 
ryto God, by making the Greature, wholly to depend 
on his Creator: And Arminianiſme is an- oppoſition 
tothe ſame Scripture, and to the Doctrine thereof, 
while it giues the ſtability of the Creature to the will 
ofthe Creature ſo thata Creature way anſwere St. 
Paul ( as I learne an Arminianhath anſwered ) Ego me. 
ipſum diſcerno: I make myſclfe to differ from another; 
I am mine owneeſtabliſher . Bur be ir till our tedfaſt 
ground, That Hee which eſtabliſheth vs in Chriſt is God. 
And who i1.God ſanethe Lord, and whois a Recke ſaue 
our God. 

Another NatzraZ7 ground of Arminianiſme, is the 
Natnrall wiſedome of man, or the wiſedome of Natur 
man. This Naturall wiſedome approues that onely fo 
truewiſedome which itſelfe comprehendes, andthe 
wayes which are paſt finding out, or are contrary to that 
which it hath Decreed for wiſedome, are meere fooliſh. 


.#eſſetoit. Wherefore even the wiſcdome of God, and 


the Iuſtice of God, if they bee not wiſe and iuſt that 
way, in which the Natwrall man thinkes rſedome and 
Juſtice onely to bee, hee cenſureth the one to be Folly, 
and the other Iniuſtice. Thus by-the fall of man, 
man is fallen intothis drunkenneſle, that hee thinkes 
the wiſedeme creating, can bee meaſured and iudged 
by the wiſedome:created, yea, not by the wiſedowe 
created, -but by the wiſedome corupted. The wil- 


' domeofman fallen, is ſet fora Iudge of the incom- 


prehenſible wiſedome of him who made man in his 
perteRion; and hee-that is now lefle then —_— 
wW - 
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will comprehend him, that was infinitely greater, 
then man; when hee was greater then himlelfe. Nei- 
ther is this a ſtone that wee tumble at, forlacke of no. 
tice, .For God hinſelfe hath ſhewed vs this Rocke 
+ of offence. The natural man, perceineth not the thinges 
of G14, but they are fooliſhneſſe to him. And, The world 
i the wiſedome of the world knew not God. Now by the 
ſame reaſon, the more of this wiſedome that knoweth 
not God, and that counts. Gods: wiſedome to be foo. 
lilbneſſe, the more doth the wiſedame of God ſeeme 
toliſhneſleto it. Therefore there wereno greater ene. 
mies and oppoſers to the Doarine of God, then Po, 
liticians yas Philoſophers, both which were vnited 

in that moſtable Natural mas, and moſt venemous ad- 
verlary of Chriſtianity, Talien the Apoſtate, And that 
God may glorify this wiſedome of his which. they 
count fooliſhneſle, and make itto triumph ouer their 
fooliſhneſſs which- they ſo ſeriouſly and reuerently 
thinke to bee wiſedome, hce takes ſimple, weake, and 
baſe meneuen fooliſh. chinges, and by his ſpirit gi- 
ving them his diuine wiſdome, hee confoundes: the 
wiſedome of the worldly wiſe, while theſe tooliſh 
thinges are ſaued by the wiſedome. of God, and the 
wiſe men perilh by the wiſedome- of man. So ,hat 
there remaines.no other remedy for this diſeaſe .of 
humane wiſdome. but that ſuch menbecome fooles, that 
they may bee wiſe, They muſt put oft-humane wildome, 
andeſteeine itto bee folly, itthey will put on the wil - 
dome of God, - The Natural wiſedome muſt bee cap- 
tiuated by the Spirit, and-a: ſpieituall DoArine mult 
bereceiued by a fpirituall vaderſtanding;, for ſpiritu+ 
allccuths ace not kindly ro bee receiued but. by.a fpis 


ritual. 


1,Cor,r,, &c 
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rituall hand. And ſurely if Humane wiſdome had 
ncede to bee put off in the receiuing of any ſpirituall 
Dodarine, it had neede eſpecially to bee laid afide in 
recciuing the DoArine of the Grace of God. For that 
DoRtrine 1s very ſpirituall, it flyes high, and the top of - 
it pearcheth the cloudes, and hides it ſelfe in heaven, 
ro bee adored rather then to bee diſcerned. And ſo 
the great Apoſtle him. ſelfe doth leaue it. Now theſe 
high, and moſt ſpirituall dofrines, offend the eyes of 
naturall wiſdome, which enioyeth thoſe ſecrets chiet- 
ly which it ſelfe comprehendeth, and accountes a 
tranſcendent wiſdome to bee foolilhneſſe. So the 
Oolethinkes day to bee night, and the ſane to beea 
cauſe of blindneſle; but the Nzght goes tor day, and 
the ſetting of the Sawne, to bee the Spring of the mor. 
ning. Therefore the witt of man, offended with 
the purity of this ſpiricuall doarine, hath invented a 
doArine of its owne which exceedingly agreeth, with 
' the wit of man that bare it; for here (though not in a - 
better caſe )the Mother is the N#rſe, The wit of Man 
hath made a Foard in the depths of God, it hath 
found out the wayes that are paſt hnding out, and 
where St. Faslcrycs out O depth, there they .leade a- 
long their (chollers, that they paſſe through ir allmoſt 
with dry feete The plot of Ele&ien and Grace is diſco- 
vered, and theſe men will tell you the reaſons of Gods 
Counſellz Neither is ita new deviſe of mine, to ac- 
cuſe Mans wiſdome of this folly, it hath long ſince 
beene done: yer will I|bring a witnefle whom I may 
call an Oracle of theſe laſt times, a man of the moſt 
ſound and definite Iudgment; that theſe latter Ages 
haue brought forth, And his diſcovery may very well 
ſcrue for a remedy. The 
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The Diaints of greateſt name, held that Article ( of free 
Pradeflination) for Orthodoxe, andthe comtrary for Heres 
ticall, becauſe good writers of the Scheale, as Saint Tho- 
mas,| Scotus4#d others; did commonty thas beleeue, That 
God before the foundation f the world, out of the wniver- 
fall maſſe of mankind, by his onely and meere mercy did 
chuſe ſome ts glory, to whom he prepared effetFuall meanes 
for the obtaining of the ſame, and this 15 called, to Predeſ- 
1znat6. And of theſe there 75 4 certaine and determined 
wwumbey, which is not to dee increaſed, (rc. Tet this opini- 
on was oppugnedby other Dinines, but of lower note; who 
calledit hard, cruell horrible, and impiont, as that which 
made God to bee an accepter of perſoms, &rc: | 
The forſt ſentence, indeede comprehending a great myſ- 

tery and ſecret, doth humble the minde of man: and while 
on the one ſide, it preſentes to man, the d: formity of ſinne, 
andonthe other ſide the excellency of Gods grace, it wholly 
fixeth him<pon God. The ſecond opinion is more plauſible,

full one, evena Policy to looſe Religion, Land and 


all. Forthere is not a Policy more advantagable to the 
Spaniard, then to bring in Divifion into a Land, by 
bringing in Arminiznſme. This is not wordes bur 
deedes, which I ſpeake. Foreven this Diviſion, had 
almoſt forfeited the Low. countryes to the Spaniard. 
And whom the warres of ſo many yeares,did make till 
ſtronger, the peace of a few yeares with Arminidniſme 
had almoſt brought to ruine, And it is well knowne 
to ſome that haue travelled, that this very Counſel 
hath beene given to the King of Spaine, by an cxe- 
crable Author, for the deftruRion of England and the
